Farmers gonerally do not give the
leeding of their horses the avteution
it deserves. Balanced rations and
food mixtares for the duiry cow and
the !eedla& steera are onrefully ex-
amined and disonssed, bnt the foed-
ing of the horses is usunliy all the
hay that they can et and varying
guantities of oats according to the
work being done. Sometimes sven
the Iatter part is neglected, If a
borse is required to do extra hard
work he should be liberally sud fre-
guently fed. The amount of food
given shonld be regalated by the size
and breed of the animal and by the
amonnt and kind of work he is re-
quired to do, The horse has a small
stomach in proportion to his aize,
hence frequent fesding when under
hard work is neceanary. The human
stomach can bear hunger far better
than that of the horse, If driviog on
A journey you feel hungry yon may
e sure your horte han felt it before
you did and is needing his feed more
than you do.

Food For Inrkays,

One who has rained tarkeys meny
yonrs, and who takes pleasure in mak-
g experimients, slates that chareoal,
turkey fat, aud dinmonds are alike in
some respects, says Amerioan Giarden-
ing, It is a faet that wore fat may be
gotten out of charcoal than one would
suspect withont a knowladge of chem-
istry. Here is an necouut of one ex-
periment: Four turkeys were confined
in a pen and fed on weal, bolled po-
tatoes and oats. Four others of the
rame brood were at the same timne con-
fined in another pen, und fed daily on
the snme artiole, butl with one pint of
very finely pulverized charcoal mixed
with their food—mized meanl aud po-
tatoes, They had also o plentiful snp-
‘plg' of eharcunl (broken) in their pen,

& eight were killed ou the same day
and there was a difference of one and
one-lialf ponnuds each in favor of the
fowls that bad been supplied with
charcoal, they being mush the fatter,
and the mesat being much snperior in
point of tenderness and flavor,

There is s general complaint that
young turkeys suddenly drpop and
die without apparent cause. This co-
curs usnally during the summer sen-
gon and espocislly during the very
warm wenther, If a close examination
be made, thesolution will ba found in
tho presence of lice. 'I'bo best rem-
edy is to dust thew with inseot pow-
der and remove them to a new location
from the one to which they have ro-
pairad for thenight. As a further pre-
caution, make a wmixture of teu parta
carbolic seid and 100 parts cotton seed
oll, and greass them on top of the
bead and around the vent, but do not
grease thom on the body.

Money in (he Mive,

Every oolonyof bees shoull have
twenty-five or thirly pounnds of good
senlod honey to carry it throngh the
winter properly. The only feed that
I wounld recommend in graoulated
sugar, thoroughly melted by adding
witer, aud bringing it to the boiling

int. It shonld not boil for any
ength of time, or it will eertainly
erystallize. 'L'lie syrap abould Lo thiu
when fed--about the consistency of
molasses.

Before fesding beging it would bLae
wall to arrange the brood uest, but u
miont onses the bees have niready dona
this, The center of tho hive should von-
taiu three or four combn that are empty
in the centar and lined at the tap and
onda with honey. Other (frames,
heavy with honey, may be placed at
the sides until the hive is tilled, Dar-
fng autpmo wa often Bod frames of
somba filled with pollen near itle
brood nest, and an excessive amonnt
of this ia not desirable for winteriug,
and may be removed, DPollen i« nsed
ouly for rearing brood, nnd tw contine
boes on it for winter food bas u ten-
cengy to produce dysentery. Any
pollon thus removed shonld be re-|
placed early in the spring.

Baes sarely need some othor treat-
ment in winter than loaving them out
io ordinary hives, Differeut modoes
of wintering have boen adopted, but
two welhods are most in vogue. Oue
Ia to plags them in cellars, and the
other jo chall protection on summer
wtauds, or, in other words, ohafl
bives, The Iatter plan is the most
welenpively prapticod, The chatl
hive is un outside box or abell enoclos-
fng tho hive of bees, nuil much larger.

The Milkman's Hest Aerator.

For a long time it has been gener-
ally sapposed that milk while still
warm from the cow's udder was less
susceptible to odors than after it had
becoms cool, but Dr, H. L. Bnssall,
the eminent Wisconsin bacteriologist,
has shown this to be a mistake and
that warm milk actually takes on
mure odor than does cold under
similar conditions,  This is an im-
jortant discovery, and throws much
{igllt upon the proper handling of milk
for hest resnlts.

Clean wilking, by elean hands, in
a4 pura n slable stmospliere as obtaiu-
uble, must be supplemented by a
rapid and thorough cocling of tha
wilk, Cooling ot once lessens the
wnpacity of the milk to take np odors,
arrestn the proocess of fermentation,
and, if well ativred during the coolivg,
the oream in kept from rising to the
surface and will afterward moresnrely
vemaia mixed with the milk while
beipg  distributed from the wagon.
hese ars valuable considerations for
o milkman who desices to give his
customers n good service.
